1. During the period of Japanese control of Manchuria the Soviet Citizens 
Association (Obshchestvo Sovictskikh Grazhdan) in Harbin was a voluntary, 
social organization with a membership of from 180 to 200 bona-fide Soviet 
citizens. In about July 1946 after the withdrawal of the Soviet 5 Army from 

Manchuria, the Soviet consul general in Harbin "advised" Russian emisres in 
Manewuria to organize a Soviet Citigens Association. By the end of 1916, 
headquarters of the new society were established in Bolshoi Prospekt, Novi 
Gorod, Harbin, in the former Kyowakai, Building opposite the offices of Churin 
and Cempany. Branches were located throughout Uanchuria in all maior cities 
having a sizable group of Russian emigres, with the exception of Dairen, where 
a separate society was formes, since it is considered to be Soviet verritorye 
Total membership in all branches was about 15,000. 


2, The aim of the association was to: 
a. Control the activities of Russian emigres through registration. 


b., Control movements of Russian emigres by controlling the issuance of all travel 
yagses, Por oxariole, t+) 16 impossible to buy a railroad ticket without a 
travel pass issued by the Chinese police, and travel passes are issued to 
Russian emigres only after endorsement by the society.

1. ‘The Finance Department collected uembership fees, managed incone fron subsidLary 
enterprises such as bakerics, restaurants 3 and food distribution stores, and 
handled salary payments to agsociation erployees. 


12. The fducation Departuent supervised political education, international orientation, 
indoctrination for adults, and controlled all sc.ools for children of Russian 
ecigres. 


13, ‘ue Sugply Devartnent was resionsible for procuring ed distributing foodstuff So 
the as ociation gave embers the orivilege of buying certain rationed erains 
sucil as :aillet, sorchua, buclkieat, and, infrequently, rice. Dlack bread and 
soap were also made available to members. On soecial holidays such as 7 
“overber, one vound of trite flour wight be made available, 


14. ALL wenbers of the association were obliged to pay one  .erecnt o. their incones 
as dues. Dues were cumulative and those joining at any date ire reyuired to 
vay cues from the date of the association's osteblisiment in 196.

a Sovict railroad coastruction ensineer is said 12,000,000 i420 ver noath wile 
a Russian exuigre is paid 2,500,000 NEPC for the same job. A salary of 2,000,000 
JE er onth was barely enoucn for a farily of two to buy uillet or sorghuwa 
for their food, and was insufficient to buy even seni-white bread. 


17. In August 1950 lumry goods and sufficient good food ware available to scrsons 
Wwitu cans in Mancivrla. There were a fow Nussian exizres who naiatained a 
good standard of living by concealtn; their U. S. dollars, gold, or jewels, 
but rost omipres had fled to Tientsin or shanghai. Livin; conditioas vor the 
vajority of “us.im cigres in lanchuria were extreacly poor, and, as @ result, 
their anluosity towards the US22 and Jovict citigens was Lacreasing. 


18. In August 1950 the U. S. dollar exchanze rate was enadollar to 350,000 “:0C. 
One gold "liang" (ap>roximately 35: gras) equalled 17,000,000 20. It was 
not an unusual occurrence nor cause for suspicion te exchange one or two 
five or ten U. S. dollar bills at a time. Larger denominations, such as 
fifty or one-hundred bills have not been acceoted for years because of 
counterfeiting. Persons atben sting uo exchange tuese szotes were in canger of 
“sine arrested.
